^Southeast Asia 
Can Save Itself 


Will So utheast Asia g o Co mmunist? If Red China 
decides to co nquer the who le area, there seems to be 
no military po wer to sto p such a mo v e. But mo st ex ­ 
perts o n Asian affairs seem to be co nv inced that Peip­ 
ing prefers to try infiltratio n, pro pag anda and sub­ 
v ersio n first. 
Fav o rable as Red China’s po sitio n seems in many 
way s, there are also facto rs o perating ag ainst the 
Chinese Co mmunists. The Chinese, as peo ple, are no t 
po pular in areas in which they hav e settled. No bo dy 
wants to be ruled by China. Furthermo re, the Reds 
are at a disadv antag e in attempting to ex plo it po v erty 
in So utheast Asia, a fo o d surplus area who se peo ple 
enjo y shelter, fo o d, water and warmth to a deg ree 
rare in that underpriv ileg ed co ntinent. 
Quick do llar aid by the U. S. failed to sav e Na­ 
tio nalist China and Indo china. Weak g o v ernments sim­ 
ply canno t make effectiv e use o f much do llar aid. It 
is imperativ e that Red China be deterred fro m further 
ag g ressio n, but ho w? Japanese defense buildup is im­ 
po rtant. The Sev enth Fleet is a mig hty deterrent to 
Peiping ’s ambitio ns. Bey o nd that there is o nly o b­ 
scurity . 
It wo uld be a mistake to send American farm sur­ 
pluses to Asia. So utheast Asian co untries liv e by sell­ 
ing fo o dstuffs. Thailand, fo r instance, canno t sell all 
her rice. 
Ho pe o f sav ing So utheast Asia fro m the Co mmu­ 
nists lies almo st entirely in the hands o f the peo ple 
who liv e there. The U. S. can help them mig htily , but 
perhaps mo st by helping to train mo re Asians to ad­ 
minister their affairs and their g o v ernments.

Who Promoted Peress? 


It is perhaps a sound adage to “Let sleeping dogs lie.’* 
The Peress case is one which does not seriously involve 
the now celebrated dentist, but it has affected the careers 
of many others, and has since last March stirred the 
country by the q uarrel between the Army and Senator 
McCarthy . It has split the Republican party right down 
the middle, and has been an em barrassm ent to every - 
^ bo d y who came close to it. 


The case o f Peress itself is hardly impo rtant. There 
must be many instances In the Army , which pro cesses 
millio ns o f y o ung men and wo men, as the phrase g o es, 
in which papers are inadequately o r impro perly made 
o ut and are neg lig ently handlg ,d. It was therefo re sur­ 
prising to tho se who were clo se to the case that the 
Army sho uld hav e made such a fuss o v er it. 
The 
answer to all o f Senato r McCarthy ’s questio ns co uld 
hav e been—“ So rry ! Here is ano ther paper snafu. In 
the handling o f millio ns o f papers, there will be a 
snafu here and there. We shall make whatev er co r­ 
rectio ns are needed and we shall ex plo re o ur metho ds 
to insure that there are fewer erro rs.” 


But no such answer was given. As I have been men­ 
tioned, too often, in the original Stevens-McCarthy testi­ 
mony , and as I was present during a conference between 
them, and had some telephone calls, by his initiation, with 
John Adams, the Army report issued last Friday comes 
as no surprise to me. I knew that John Adams had pushed 
the “honorable discharge” of Major Peress as a solution 
of the problem. He thought that if Peress was got out of 
the Army , McCarthy ought to be satisfied. 


Cnfo rtunateiy . the issue was nev er Peress, Just as 
In the Fuchs-Ro senberg cases, the issue sho uld nev er 
hav e been 0 r. Klaus Fuchs o r Julius and Ethel Ro sen­ 
berg . 
The issue was, with reg ard to Peress and 
sho uld hav e been in the Fuchs-Ro senberg cases—who 
makes it easy fo r spies, subv ersiv es and such to infil­ 
trate the ag encies o f g o v ernment? 


This is very unpleasant business and every one who 
engages in it burns his fingers, if not more than that. 
Definitely it looks like persecution. Those who do these 
jobs look like relentless, fanatical persecutors. Nobody has 
y et found a method of unearthing spies and subversives 
pleasantly . ’The Subcommittee on Rules of the Senate, 
headed by Senator William Jenner, has held long hearings 
on the subject of such investigations and has come up 
with a report on procedural rules which look very good 
in the report and ought to be adopted, if for no other 
reason than ex perimentally to see whether they will 
achieve the end desired, which is the accumulation of 
information. 
' 


As long 
as 
ex ecutive departments 
can withhold 
valuable and valid information from congressional com­ 
mittees, no rules will help the committees. For instance, 
had the Army ’s report on Peress been sent to the Congress 
last March, when as much was known about the case as 
is known today , there would have be'en no disgraceful 
fracas between the Army and a committee of Congress. 
Now, it has to start all over again to straighten out the 
record. 


The essence o f the pro blem is psy cho lo g ical, no t 
po litical. Men do no t like to admit erro rs if they can 
co v er them up. In any larg e o rg anizatio n, erro rs will 
be made and so me will be co rrected; so me are no t 
^ 
ev er disco v ered; so me may affect the co urse o f 
" 
histo ry . It is the nature o f man to try to co v er up 
his mistakes, to av o id being caug ht, to ho pe that if 
they sho w up at all, it will be in the hands o f a succes­ 
so r. The stro ng man who can say : ‘‘WTten I make a 
mistake, it’s a beaut,” is rare, particularly in o fficial 
life. 


Nevertheless, it needs to be known how the spies, 
subversives and perverts managed to get into our govern­ 
ment operations and to stay there. Catching some littie 
fellow down the line is an individual act that means little 
or nothing. What needs to be known is the pattern of 
operations that made it so easy for them to get in and 
stay in. May be no individual is to blame; may be it is a 
faulty sy stem of government employ ment; may be it is 
just the normal American attitude of live and let live. 
Whatever it is, Secretary Stevens of the Army has re­ 
opened the door to another series of investigations.

Handling Of "Security Risks " Hinges On One Question 


WASHINGTON — The huUabaloo 
being raised in Congress about the 
handling of “security risks” boils 
down to a simple q uestion. Is the 
safety of the United States govern­ 
m ent and of the American people 
of paramount importance or is it 
to be superseded by legalistic bar­ 
riers now advocated to spare gov­ 
ernment employ es the hazards of 
investigation? 
Is even dismissal 
by the government as a m atter of 
precaution to be subjected to frus­ 
trating devices so that ferreting cut 
of subversives is to be made more 
difficult? 
Too many people think the m at­ 
ter of security is an academic 
q uestion. Many of them, because 
they dislike Senator McCarthy , now 
are flippantly q uipping that *‘Mc- 
Carthy ism is a wasm.” But it is 
turning out to be a grim joke. For 
“ McCarthy ism” — which was a 
word first w'idely used in the col­ 
umns of the "Daily Worker,” the 
Communist organ — has apparent­ 
ly not y et sufficiently aroused the 
government to the necessity of tak­ 
ing better security measures. 
Demo crats Div ided 
Thus, in the last few day s some 
tragic “Ex posures have been made 
but nevertheless the Democratic 
party in Congress remains divided 
on how to meet the dangers of 
Communist infiltration. While one 
group of Democrats in Congress is

States government document to an 
unauthorized foreign national.”

Today , however, the tax case 
again.st the O’Sullivan heel manu­ 
facturer has been virtually put on 
the .shelf. 
The agent who wa.s 
handling it was called off and pro­ 
moted. While he was off the case, 
Commi.s.sioner Andri’W.s' office set­ 
tled fraud cases against three of 
Funkhou.ser’s top ex ecutives im­ 
plicated in making kickbacks to

Meanwhile,

leader. K. Brooke Lee^ previously 
settled, was reopened. 
Lee is one 
of the leading Democrats of Mary ­ 
land, 
Funkhouser Is one of the 
leading Republicans of West Vir­ 
ginia. 
In Lee’s case, Ji. O. Bry ant, re­ 
view officer of the Internal Reve­ 
nue Criminal Section, had prev­ 
iously ruled that no fraud was in­ 
volved. and a civil adjustment was 
made. Lee had been charged with 
taking a capital-gains tax on the 
sale of undeveloped real estate in­ 
stead of pay ing a straight income 
tax during the y ears 
1947 , ’48 
and '49. 
Bry ant ruled in 1952 that “there 
remained no q uestion of fraud or 
concealed income,” and the ‘case 
was considered cin.seri. Now it has 
been reopened, and the Justice 
Department is pushing for a crimi­ 
nal indictment.

Giggles In Bangkok

BANGKOK, Thailand 
In Bangkok, where they like to 
laugh, the current joke in the more 
literate circles is the cover of an 
American news magazine, showing 
a handsome jx irtrait of Secretary 
of Slate John Foster Dulles with 
the legend, “He strengthened the 
outjxi.st.s.” 
F’or Thailand is the richest prize 
in all 
the vast, rich southeast 
A.sian area which is now the pri­ 
mary target of world Communist 
infiltration and aggression. 
And 
the outposts hereabouts have not 
been noticeably strengthened. 
Despite the contrary advice of 
Secretary Dulles, one key outpost, 
northern Indochina, has already 
been surrendered. The enemy has 
been virtually handed the key s to 
two more outfiosts. southern Indci- 
chma and the offshore islands of 
Formosa. 
The .sacrifice of the other Indo­ 
china out|io.st.s has placed the weak 
but 
strategically 
vital 
border 
states. Laos and Cambodia in most 
deadly danger. If both Laos and 
Cambodia are allowed to fall, no 
one in his senses here thinks this 
charming, feckless, oddly governed 
country will be able to withstand 
the resulting increase of Commun­ 
ist pressure. And so the chain re­ 
action W1ÍI proceed with mounting 
force. ’ 
At Ho me It's Remo te 
At home, perhaps, the prospect 
of this vast upheaval in the world 
balance of power may still seem 
comfortably remote. It does not 
seem so here, for several different 
reasons. 
The first is the simple reason of 
geography . Back in the bad old im­ 
perialist day s, when the French 
seized Thailand’s border provinces 
to form Laos and enlarge Cam­ 
bodia. they drew the new frontier 
with the purpose of preparing their 
nex t planned move, which was to 
have been a grab for Bangkok it­ 
self. Thus any force concentrated 
at Si.sophon on the Cambodian bor­ 
der, looks right down the throat of 
any government in Bangkok, It is 
only 168 miles, and easy walking 
or driving distance all the way , 
with no natural defense positions 
any w’here, between Sisophon and 
this city . 
When the time of more acute 
danger may probably begin, a 
couple of y ears from now, the 
army of the Viet Minh will com­ 
prise somewhere between IS and 
20 tough regular divisions. The 
present Thai forces, which are not 
likely to be effectively increased, 
comprise an army of about 50,000 
combat troops and approx imately 
15,000 paramilitary police. Hence 
the unbalance will be overwhelm­ 
ing. 
Mere Threat Dang ero us 
Conseq uently no allied SEATO or 
other force could arrive in time to 
save Bangkok from a determined 
Viet Minh attack from Sisophon. A 
relieving force would only “liber­ 
ate” Thailand after it had been 
subjugated, pillaged and purged. 


This being a prospect which few 
Thais enjoy , the mere appearanc» 
of an enemy force at Sisophon, 
the mere threat to invade, might 
well 
bring 
Thailand 
down 
ai 
Joshua’s trumpets brought down 
the Walls of Jericho. 
“ Massive 
retail,'ition” 
will 
be 
complicated to employ in these 
circum.stances. It is much wiser to 
slop talking alx iut massive re­ 
taliation. and to face the hard fact 
that if Cambodia falls, it is almost 
sure to be fatal to Thailand, one 
way or another. 
As for the loss of Laos, it will be 
enormously dangerous but it may 
not lie fatal. And it is just as well 
that there i.s this much difference 
between Lao.s and Cambodia; for 
whereas Cambodia is virtually free 
of Viet Minh infiltration, the Viet 
Minh .stooge.s, the “ Free Laos” are 
strongly established in two Laotian 
provinces. The country has been 
utterly disorganized by the Indo­ 
chinese fighting. And the non-Com- 
munist Laotian gover.iment is just 
as disorganized as the country it 
seeks to govern. 
The border between Laos and 
Thailand is very long. It is not ef­ 
fectively patrolled—I went from 
Nongkhay up the Mekong River to 
Vietiane in Laos in a border patrol 
lajinch, and since we went aground 
three times, patrolling can hardly 
be a regular activity . 
Co mmunist Sto o g e 
Furthermore, on the Thai side of 
this border with Laos, there is the 
northeastern Thai region, already 
somewhat disaffected because it it 
drought stricken and poorer than 
the rest of the country , and con­ 
taining two ready -made fifth col­ 
umns. One of these fifth columni 
is a group of about 45,000 Viet 
Minh refugees from the French. 
The.se people were admitted to 
Thailand eight y ears ago by the 
then Prime Minister Pridi Phan- 
amay ong, who .s now a Commun­ 
ist stooge in Peiping. 
I saw these Vietnamese when I 
was in the North. The vast ma­ 
jority of them are absolutely con­ 
trolled by an underground Viet 
Minh government, with its own 
Communist headmen, its own po­ 
lice and even Communist court» . 
The Viet Minh grip is such that 
even 
the 
Catholic 
Vietnamese 
around Nongkhay are politically 
ruled by the (Communists, and 
their priests can do nothing about 
it but wring their hands. The Thai 
government 
is 
try ing, 
rathei* 
vaguely , to repatriate the Viet 
Minh fifth column to their own 
country . But in northeast Thailand, 
y ou also find the adm irers of a 
magnetic 
local 
chieftain, 
Tieng 
Sirikhond, who may have as many 
as three or four hundred thousand 
followers in these provinces. After 
being rumored dead, Tieng Sirik­ 
hond has turned up with Ho Chi 
Minh. He is now try ing to recruit 
bold spirits throughout northeast 
Thailand, for training with the Viet 
Minh as future infiltrators.

^Southeast Asia 
Can Save Itself 


Will Southeast Asia go Communist? If Red China 
decides to conquer the whole area, there seems to be 
no military power to stop such a move. But most ex­ 
perts on Asian affairs seem to be convinced that Peip­ 
ing prefers to try infiltration, propaganda and sub­ 
version first. 
Favorable as Red China’s position seems in many 
ways, there are also factors operating against the 
Chinese Communists. The Chinese, as people, are not 
popular in areas in which they have settled. Nobody 
wants to be ruled by China. Furthermore, the Reds 
are at a disadvantage in attempting to exploit poverty 
in Southeast Asia, a food surplus area whose people 
enjoy shelter, food, water and warmth to a degree 
rare in that underprivileged continent. 
Quick dollar aid by the U. S. failed to save Na­ 
tionalist China and Indochina. Weak governments sim­ 
ply cannot make effective use of much dollar aid. It 
is imperative that Red China be deterred from further 
aggression, but how? Japanese defense buildup is im­ 
portant. The Seventh Fleet is a mighty deterrent to 
Peiping’s ambitions. Beyond that there is only ob* 
icurity. 
It would be a mistake to send American farm sur­ 
pluses to Asia. Southeast Asian countries live by sell­ 
ing foodstuffs. Thailand, for instance, cannot sell all 
her rice. 
Hope of saving Southeast Asia from the Commu­ 
nists lies almost entirely in the hands of the people 
who live there. The U. S. can help them mightily, but 
perhaps most by helping to train more Asians to ad­ 
minister their affairs and their governments.

Who Promoted Peress? 


It is perhaps a sound adage to “Let sleeping dogs lie.** 
The Peress case is one which does not seriously involve 
the now celebrated dentist, but it has affected the careers 
of many others, and has since last March stirred the 
country by the quarrel between the Army and Senator 
McCarthy. It has split the Republican party right down 
the middle, and has been an em barrassm ent to every- 
W body who came close to it. 


The case of Peress Itself Is hardly Important. There 
must be many Instances in the Army, which processes 
millions of young men and women, as the phrase goes, 
in which papers are inadequately or improperly made 
out and are negligently handled. It was therefore sur­ 
prising to those who were close to the case that the 
Army should have made such a fuss over it. 
The 
answer to all of Senator McCarthy’s questions could 
have been—“Sorry! Here is another paper snafu. In 
the handling of millions of papers, there will he a 
snafu here and there. We shall make whatever cor­ 
rections are needed and we shall explore our methods 
to insure that there are fewer errors.” 


But no such answer was given. As I have been men­ 
tioned, too often, in the original Stevens-McCarthy testi­ 
mony, and as I was present during a conference between 
them, and had some telephone calls, by his initiation, with 
John Adams, the Army report issued last Friday comes 
as no surprise to me. I knew that John Adams had pushed 
the “honorable discharge” of Major Peress as a solution 
of the problem. He thought that if Peress was got out of 
the Army, McCarthy ought to be satisfied. 


Unfortunately, the issue was never Peress, just ai 
In the Fuchs-Rosenherg cases, the issue should never 
have been Dr. Kiaus Fuchs or Julius and Ethel Rosen­ 
berg. 
The issue was. with regard to Peress and 
should have been in the Fuchs-Rosenberg cases—who 
makes it easy for spies, subversives and such to infil­ 
trate the agencies of government? 


This is very unpleasant business and everyone who 
engages in it burns his fingers, if not more than that. 
Definitely it looks like persecution. Those who do these 
jobs look like relentless, fanatical persecutors. Nobody has 
yet found a method of unearthing spies and subversives 
pleasantly. 
The Subcommittee on Rules of the Senate, 
headed by Senator William Jenner, has held long hearings 
on the subject of such investigations and has come up 
with a report on procedural rules which look very good 
in the report and ought to be adopted, if for no other 
reason than experimentally to see whether they will 
achieve the end desired, which is the accumulation of 
information. 
As 
long 
as executive 
departments 
can withhold 
valuable and valid information from congressional com­ 
mittees, no rules will help the committees. For instance, 
had the Arm y’s report on Peress been sent to the Congress 
last March, when as much was known about the case as 
is known today, there would have been no disgraceful 
fracas between the Army and a committee of Congress. 
Now. it has to start all over again to straighten out the 
record. 


The essence of the problem is psychological, not 
political. Men do not like to admit errors if they can 
cover them up. In any large organization, errors will 
be made and some will be corrected; some are not 
• 
ever discovered; some may affect the course of 
history. 
It is the nature of man to try to cover up 
his mistakes, to avoid being caught, to hope that if 
they show up at all. it will he in the hands of a succes­ 
sor. The strong man who can say; ^ “When I make a 
mistake, it’* a beaut,” is rare, particularly in official 
life. 


Nevertheless, it needs to be known how the spies, 
subversives and perverts m anaged to get into our govern­ 
ment operations and to stay there. Catching some little 
fellow down the line is an individual act that means little 
or nothing. 
What needs to be known is the pattern of 
operations that made it so easy for them to get in and 
stay in. Maybe no individual is to blame; maybe it is a 
faulty system of government employment; maybe it is 
Just the normal American attitude of live and let live. 
Whatever it is, Secretary Stevens of the Army has re­ 
opened the door to another series of investigations.

Handling Of "Security Risks" Hinges On One Question 


WASHINGTON — The hullabaloo 
being raised in Congress about the 
handling of “ security risks” boils 
down to a simple question. Is the 
safety of the United States govern­ 
ment and of the American people 
of paramount importance or is it 
to be superseded by legalistic bar­ 
riers now advocated to spare gov­ 
ernment employes the hazards of 
investigation? 
Is even dismissal 
by the government as a matter of 
precaution to be subjected to frus­ 
trating devices so that ferreting cut 
of subversives is to be made more 
difficult? 
Too many people think the m at­ 
ter of security is an academic 
question. Many of them, because 
they dislike Senator McCarthy, now 
are flippantly quipping that ‘Mc- 
Carthyism is a wasm.” But it is 
turning out to be a grim joke. For 
“ McCarthyism” — which was a 
word first widely used in the col­ 
umns of the “ Daily Worker,” the 
Communist organ — has apparent­ 
ly not yet sufficiently aroused the 
government to the necessity of tak­ 
ing better security measures. 
Democrats Divided 
Thus, in the last few days some 
tragic "exposures have been made 
but nevertheless the Democratic 
party in Congress remains divided 
on how to m eet the dangers of 
Communist infiltration. While one 
group of Dem ocrats in Congress is 
asserting vigorously that they will 
not relax their interest in the sub­ 
ject of ridding the government of 
Communists, 
another 
group 
is 
about to launch an investigation to 
prove that the Eisenhower admini­ 
stration has been too drastic with 
its dismissals of employes. 
In the midst of it all. Representa­ 
tive Keating of N ev York, Repub­ 
lican, a m em ber of the House Ju­ 
diciary Committee, has issued the 
following statem ent: 
“ A man by the name of Joseph 
Petersen, a form er code expert in 
the National Security Agency, has 
just been sentenced to seven years 
in prison for espionage. It now has 
been revealed th at the way he was

John Dunlap,

America because of rumors Funk­ 
houser planned to leave the USA. 
Today, however, the tax case 
against the O’Sullivan heel manu­ 
facturer has been virtually put on 
the shelf. 
Tile agent who was 
handling it was called off and p ro 
rooted. While he was off the case. 
Commissioner Andrews’ office set­ 
tled fraud cases against three of 
Funkhouser’* top executives im­ 
plicated in making kickbacks to 
him. 
Meanwhile, 
another 
tax 
rase 
against 
a 
neighboring 
political 
leader, E. Brooke Lee, previously 
settled, was reopened. 
Lee is one 
of the leading Democrats of Mary­ 
land. 
Funkhouser is one of the 
leading Republicans of West Vir­ 
ginia. 
In Lee’s case. JI. O. Bryant, re­ 
view officer of the Internal Reve­ 
nue Criminal Section, had prev­ 
iously ruled that no fraud was in­ 
volved, and a civil adjustment wa* 
made. Lee had bern charged with 
taking a capital-gains tax on the 
sale of undeveloped real estate in­ 
stead of paying a straight income 
tax during 
the years 
1947, 
'48 
and "49. 
Bryant ruled in 1952 that “there 
remained no question of fraud or 
concealed income,” and the 'case 
was considered closed. Now it has 
been reopened, and the Justice 
Department is pushing for a crimi­ 
nal indictment. 


Padded Expenses 
In contrast, here are some of thr 
facts in the ease of COP lc#d<%> 
Funkhouser which has now beef’ 
put on the shelf. 
Tax agents found that for It 
years Funkhouser required one o# 
his executives, Henry Jennings, to 
pad his expense account $300 a 
month, and then pay that amount 
over to him. 
During this period, 
Funkhouser got $39,600 as a nice 
little windfall, 
In order to pay Funkhouser his 
kickback without running In the 
red himself, Jenning charged up 
fictitious mileage at seven cent* a 
mile for trips he had never taken. 
When Internal Revenue agents 
began cheeking Funkhouser’* tax 
returns, they got statements from 
three of his executives regarding 
secret payments to him. Two had 
p added their expenses in order to 
kick back. 
A third had been pay­ 
ing him in the guise of a fictitious 
loan. 
One of the three. Henry Jennings, 
told Funkhouser that he had given 
the tax agents a statement and was 
promptly fired. 
Reached at his box factory near 
Charles Town, W. Va,, Jennings 
admitted padding his expense ac­ 
counts for Funkhouser to the tun# 
of $300 a month and sending him 
the money bv personal check. 
Ho 
estimated the total amount he had 
paid Funkhouser to be around $35,- 
000, though Internal Revenue fig­ 
ures it at $39,600. 
Jennings has now purchased a 
box factory from Hal Vosa. a Funk­ 
houser functionary, for $68,000; als# 
has a contract from Funkhouser to 
make boxes for him. As a result, 
he was loath to talk, said Funk­ 
houser would retaliate by taking 
away his contract. However, when 
confronted with the facts, Jennings 
admitted they were correct.

Giggles In Bangkok 


By Joseph Alsop 


BANGKOK. Thailand 
In Bangkok, where they Uke to 
laugh, the current joke in the more 
literate circles is the cover of an 
American news magazine, showing 
a handsome portrait of Secretary 
of State John Foster Dulles with 
the legend, “ He strengthened the 
outposts.” 
For Thailand is the richest prize 
in all the vast, rich southeast 
Asian area which is now the pri­ 
mary target of world Communist 
infiltration 
and aggression. 
And 
the outposts hereabouts have not 
been noticeably strengthened. 
Despite the contrary advice of 
Secretary Dulles, one key outpost, 
northern Indochina, has already 
been surrendered. The enemy has 
been virtually handed the key* to 
two more outposts, southern Indo­ 
china and the offshore islands of 
Formosa. 
The sacrifice of the other Indo- • 
china outposts has placed the weak 
but 
strategically 
vital 
border 
states. Laos and Cambodia in most 
deadly danger. If both Laos and 
Cambodia are allowed to fall, no 
one in his senses here thinks this 
charming, feckless, oddly governed 
country will be able to withstand 
the resulting increase of Commun­ 
ist pressure And so the chain re­ 
action infill proceed with mounting 
force. * 
At Home It’s Remote 
At home, perhaps, the prospect 
of this vast upheaval in the world 
balance of power may still seem 
comfortably remote, It does not 
seem so here, for several different 
reasons. 
Hie first is the simple reason of 
geography. Back in the bad old im­ 
perialist days, when the French 
seized Thailand’s border provinces 
to form Laos and enlarge Cam­ 
bodia. they drew tile new frontier 
with the purpose of preparing their 
next planned move, which was to 
have been a grab for Bangkok it­ 
self. Thus any force concentrated 
at Sisophon on the Cambodian bor­ 
der, looks right down the throat of 
any government in Bangkok. It is 
only 168 miles, and easy walking 
or driving distance all the way, 
with no natural defense positions 
anywhere, between Sisophon and 
this city. 
When the time of more acute 
danger may 
probably begin, a 
couple of years from now, the 
army of the Viet Minh will com­ 
prise somewhere between 15 and 
20 tough regular divisions. The 
present Thai forces, which are not 
likely to be effectively increased, 
comprise an arm y of about 50,000 
combat troops and approximately 
15,000 param ilitary police. Hence 
the unbalance will be overwhelm­ 
ing. 
Mere Threat Dangerous 
Consequently no allied SEATO or 
other force could arrive in time to 
save Bangkok from a determined 
Viet Minh attack from Sisophon. A 
relieving force would only “liber­ 
ate" Thailand after it had been 
subjugated, pillaged and purged. 


This being a prospect which few 
Thai* enjoy, the mere appearsnc# 
of an enemy force at Sisophon, 
the mere threat to invade, might 
well 
bring 
Thailand 
down 
at 
Joshua’s trumpets brought down 
the Walls of Jericho. 
“Massive 
retaliation” will 
b« 
complicated to employ in the*# 
circumstances. It is much wiser to 
stop talking about massive re­ 
taliation. and to face the hard fact 
that if Cambodia falls, it is almost 
sure to be fatal to Thailand, one 
way or another, 
As for the loss of Laos, it will be 
enormously dangerous but it may 
not be fatal. And it is just as well 
that there is this much difference 
between Laos and Cambodia; for 
whereas Cambodia is virtually fre# 
of Viet Minh infiltration, the Viet 
Minh stooges, the “ Free Laos” *r# 
strongly established in two Laotian 
provinces. The country has been 
utterly disorganized by the Indo 
chinese fighting. And the non-Com- 
munist Laotian government is Just 
as disorganized as the country it 
seeks to govern. 
The border between Laos and 
Thailand is very long. It is not ef­ 
fectively patrolled—I wont from 
Nongkhay up the Mekong River to 
Vietiane in Laos in a border patrol 
launch, and since we went aground 
three times, patrolling can hardly 
be a regular activity. 
Communist Stooge 
Furtherm ore, on the Thai side of 
this border with Laos, there is th# 
northeastern Thai region, already 
somewhat disaffected because it it 
drought stricken and poorer than 
the rest of the country, and con­ 
taining two ready-made fifth col­ 
umns. One of these fifth column* 
is a group of about 45,000 Vie! 
Minh refugees from the French. 
These people were admitted to 
Thailand eight years ago by th# 
then Prim e Minister Pridi Phan- 
amayong, who ,s now a Commun­ 
ist stooge in Peiping. 
I saw these Vietnamese when I 
was in the North. The vast m a­ 
jority of them are absolutely con­ 
trolled by an underground Viet 
Mmh government, with its own 
Communist headmen, its own po­ 
lice and even Communist court*. 
The Viet Minh grip is such that 
even 
the 
Catholic 
Vietnames# 
around Nongkhay are politically 
ruled 
by 
the Communists, 
and 
their priests can do nothing about 
it but wring their hands. The Thai 
government 
is 
trying, 
rather 
vaguely, to repatriate the Viet 
Minh fifth column to their own 
country. But in northeast Thailand, 
you also find the admirers of a 
magnetic 
local 
chieftain, 
Tieng 
Sirikhond, who may have as many 
as three or four hundred thousand 
followers in these provinces. After 
being rumored dead. Tieng Sirik­ 
hond has turned up with Ho Chi 
Minh. He is now trying to recruit 
bold spirits throughout northeast 
Thailand, for training with the Viet 
Minh as future infiltrators.

Mullenax, who is now winding up 
his fifth year as operator of the| 
airport, submitted an offer calling! 
upon him to pay the city $2.040^ 
plus fiv e per cent of the gross busi-1 
ness abov e S15.000 and 10 per cent, 
of the business ov er $25.000. 
’ 
The 10 per cent prov ision is sub­ 
ject to renegotiation at the end of 
one year. If at that tim e it is found 
that* most of the business abov e 
$25.000 is gasoline, the contract 
will be amended effectiv e March 
1. to m ak e paym ent sev en-and-one- 
half per cent for business ov er 
$25,000. 
Two other bids were considered 
by the commission last night. Tho­ 
m as G. Barton of Rawlings and Al­ 
bert V. Thrush of Burlington, W. 
Va.. submitted a proposal whereby 
they would pay the city $1.800 plus 
fiv e per cent of the gross business 
abov e $10,000 and at the end of the, 
second year 10 per cent for all 
abov e $25.000. The contract also 
W’ould hav e been for two years with 
the option of a tw oyear renewal.

Flannery (D-Logan) for a fourth 
term , unprecedented in W est Vir­ 
ginia history, as speak er of the 
House. 
Their election 
at the opening 
session of the 60-day, 52d Legisla­ 
ture was m erely a form ality that 
gav e official .status to choices m ade 
in secret caucuses of the Demo­ 
cratic m ajorities the night before. 
Introduced in both houses and 
prom ptly referred to the Finance 
com m ittees w ere identical budget 
bills subm itted by the Board of 
Public Work s. The bills propose 
general rev enue fund spending dur­ 
ing the next fiscal year which to­ 
tals $9 1.634,000, or $6,733,000 m ore 
than the Fioard estim ates the fund 
will tak e in from present sources. 
Flannery, in an address after 
his election as speak er, said the 
deficit budget confronts the law­
